No. P. 2(17)-NS/74-(vi).—The President hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Post Office savings Bank (Cumulative Time Deposits) Rules 
1959, published with the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Economic Affairs) No. F. 3(10)-NS/58, dated the 19th 
December, 1958, namely;— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Post Office Savings Bank (Cumulative 
Time Deposits) (Second Amendment) Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 23rd day of July, 1974. 

2. In rule 8A of the Post Office Savings Bank (Cumulative Time Denosits) 
Rules, 1959 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules) for sub-rule (T), the 
following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely; — 

“(5) Accounts opened before the 23rd July, 1974 but maturing after the 
said date shall, in addition to the amount specified in these rules, 
be entitled to such amounts of bonus as may be notified by the 
Government.” 

3. After rule 8E of the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“3-F. Amounts repayable on accounts opened on or aifter the 23rd July, 
1974.—The amounts payable inclusive of interest at the end of the 
term in a 10-Year account for each demomination of deposits shall be 
as specified in Table I-H annexed to these rules. In the event of the 
accounts being discontinued before the expiry of the full period such 
proportionate amounts as may be notified by the Government shall 
only be payable at the end of the period.”
